Another week of mild temperatures settled over New England, 

allowing farmers to work on various projects prior to colder 

temperatures setting in and “Fall fun” activities to be seized upon. 

Average weekly temperatures ranged from four to fifteen degrees 

above normal. Weekly precipitation ranged from 0.00 to 0.39 

inches. The harvest has finished for most crops except for some 

soybeans, cabbage, celery, leeks, herbs, and kale. In Massachusetts, 

the cranberry harvest was beginning to come to a close. Producers 

began to reflect on this season and plan for the upcoming markets 

next season.  Farmers’ markets have transitioned into winter crops. 

Field activities last week included manure and lime spreading, 

cleaning up fields, winterizing equipment, picking up plastic, and 

testing soils for the next season.
